HATCHING HINTS 
Writing on this subject in the Weekly Trish 

Tunes, the Poultry Correspondent says :— 

If the weather continues cold or frosty, 
renew the water vessels two or three 
times with warm water, Those who feed 
their layers with grain the first thing in 
the morning may give the warm feed of 
soft mash at noon or early afternoon. 
Ducks should not be let out of their 
house till they are fed, and then only 
into the yard or enclosure, which should 
be round their house. They lay always 
in the early morning, and they should be 
kept confined till the eggs are gathered. 
Sitting hens should be taken off the nests 
every morning and given food and water.

Certainly, 
the weather during the cold wave has 
favoured planting preparations.

THE HOUSE OF HIS 
FRIENDS.

HE first time he came he wasa 

robin; the next time he was “ the 

robin,’’ but after that he was just Robin, 
and we loved him as a friend. 

Every morning, through the long 
winter, he waited on the window-sill, 
keeping at bay far larger birds than him- 
self, and he tap the glass impatiently 
if his friends delayed their coming. When 
the morning sunshine touched the frosted 
grass he sang just a few sweet, gentle 
notes about little birds that were 
hungry, about frozen clay that could not 
be pierced by such a tiny bill as his. 
When the rain beat against the stream- 
ing panes, he watched the window from 
a rose-bush near by; but rain or shine 
he was waiting for his breakfast, and 
when it came he was grateful. 

Best of all he liked to find the window 
a little bit open, and he would come 
in and sample the things on his friends’ 
breakfast table. The bread was just like 
his own, he found, and sugar was not 
much good to a robin. Marmalade was 
terribly over-rated, he seemed to think 
while, irritably, he cleaned his sticky 
bill. But the butter—that was something 


of which Robin had always dreamed, and ' 


now he found it within his reach. 

After that it was of no use to give 
Robin bread without butter—not buttered 
bread, but a nice pat of butter beside 
the crumbs that had satisfied him up 
till then. Often the window was left 
open before the table was cleared, and 
that was Robin’s chance. If disturbed, 
he showed no sign of panic, but slipped 
out through the narrow space, and care 
fully cleaned off all traces of butter. 


ROBIN’S INTERESTS. 


As the weeks went by, he grew more 
and more daring, and his visits were not 
inevitably connected with meal times. 
If one wrote at the table by the window, 
Robin came in and watched with deep 
interest. If one read, he perched on the 
back of a chair and listened to the 
whisper of pages being turned, or the 
rustle of newspaper sheets—a sound that 
frightened him just at first, but soon 
was accepted as something that would 
not harm an -inquisitive bird. 

Gradually we formed the habit of read- 
ing aloud any little tit-bit of news that 
might be supposed to interest him, and 
his attention was flattering. Anything 
about the Birds’ Protection Bill he 
seemed to find entrancing, and would 
listen with smooth head cocked to one 
side and dark eyes very bright; and 
sometimes he nodded—there was no 
doubt about that. 

When the bill was discussed at its 
second reading we told him all that was 
said, and we read aloud the speech about 
the “ humane” use of birdlime ; but, for 
the first time, the patience of our hearer 
had deserted him, and he was gone. 
The next time he came we told him 
about the professional bird-catchers and 
their grievances, but another flutter and 
he disappeared again. We made up our 
minds then to say no more about it 
until the bill was passe. ; then we would 
all rejoice together. He would listen for 
a long time to stories about birds—those 
little aneedotes that creep into the papers 
from time to time: and he seemed to be 
thrilled by the story of the birds in 
Sackville street, who crowded on to the 
bare branches when twilight came, and 
were not disturbed by the roar of traffic 
the the. people whe 
them. 
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MORS INDIGNA. 


On St. Valentine’s Day, when birds 
are said to make arrangements for setting 
up house once more, Robin found the 
diningroom empty and the table cleared, 
but the kitchen window was open and he 
went-in there instead. There was no 
butter, but a spring mouse-trap, ready 
set on a shelf, held a bit of. bread, 
dry and uninteresting. Robin- pecked 
negligently—and the skies fell on his 
little smooth head. A little later 
we found him kving there, with red breast 
upturned and dark eyes glazed, and when 
we saw what had: happened it was one 
of the bitterest moments we had ever 
known. ; | 

To think that his friends had done 
this thing—not the who smear 
the twigs with birdlime, apd blind a 
singing bird that he may attract other 
birds to the wretched cages where they 
cannot’ stretch their wmgs, but tlic 
friends in whom Robin trusted, and who 
hated all cruelties to small feathered 
things! 3 

We have tried to forget the plans we 
made for telling him of the passing of 
the bill, and we do not read aloud any 
more. anecdotes ‘about birds. Thrushes 
and chaffinches gather on the window- 
sill. though the need for crumbs 1s over, 
and, perhaps, they wonder where the 
little red-breasted fellow can be who kept 
them in their place. 

We can tell them, of course, just as 
we planned to tell Robin, but, somehow, 
it will not be the same. 
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The three motor passenger ships for the 
Belfast-Liverpool service have now been 
conipleied, and the last of the three, the 
Ulster Prince, will run official trials to-day 
(Monday), The Ulster Queen and the 
Ulster Monarch have already been delivered, 
and will work the service to the Mersey.

A Tipperary Sensation. 


One órd of March about a hundred and 
fifty years ago the news from Tipperary 
set all Dublin ageg. The good people of 
Poinstown had seen strange apparitions in 
the sky. The sun sank bigger than it was 
wont to do, and out of the west there 
stretched across the sky an arm of a blue 
colour merging into black, and from its 
scarlet hand depended the shank of an 
anchor. Then sailing stern foremost there 
hove in sight moving northwards upon a 
dark smooth sea a frigate, her masts, sails 
and tackling and her crew clear to the 
naked eye.’ In another moment, amid 
scenes of confusion on. deck, te sea 
swallowed her up Next became visible a 
fort manned with a cannon. When the 
gun had spoken the fort changed: into two 
vessels, which began to fight. The 
watchers could see the splash of the bullets 
on the water until both ships foundered, 
and the last scene was of a sailor running 
desperately to the end of the bowsprit of 
the second vessel, but unable to escape his 
death. After a little space came a small 
black chariot drawn by two horses, The 
chariot was pursued by a serpent to attack 
it, and, as it drew near to strike, a bull 
and a dog leaped from the chariot. and, 
after a bloody tussle, worsted it. . Which 
over, the epiphanies ceased. Testors to the 
occurrence were a Mr. Allye, a minister, 
s Lieutenant Dunsterville (name of omen), 
Bates, a schoolmaster, and a Mr. Larkin— 
a respectable array; yet one cannot but 
feel that thev had been indulging in sensa- 
tional broadsheets, though a. theory of 
mirage has its supporters. 


Dr. Maurice Haves. 


The Irish medical profession has suffered 

a great loss by the death of Dr. Mauricz 

Hayes, of which I heard yesterday with 

the deepest regret. Maurice Hayes, whom 

I saw last on the occasion of the opening 

meeting of ‘the Biological Society in 

Trinity College, was a man whose mind 

transcended the petty prejudices of Irish 

life. He was one of the most liberally- 

minded men whom it was my privilege 

: : s toknow. He was de- 

voted to his work, 

and probably was the 

foremost radiologist 

in Ireland ; yet when 

the national safety 

was threatened he 

im organised the medical 

m service of the Free 

State Army, and de- 

voted his great talents 

to the country’s cause, 

Several months ago 

anothey distinguished 

man of science told 

me that, in his 

opinion, Maurice 

Haves was taking too many risks; but he 

was a man who laid little store by his 

own health. The Irish medical prefession 

is very much the poorer by his untimely 

death. He will be mourned not only by 

his colleacues of the National University, 

but also by all these Trinitv men who 

knew and admired him as a practitioner 
and as a man. 


A Feat of Memorv. 


In a Dublin restaurant the other day, 
writes a correspondent, I could not le!p 
observing the attitude of two men who 
sat at a table a little distance froin my 
own. Coffee was set before them, but 
their faces wore an absorbed and tense 
expression. which seemed rather unnsuii. 
Occasionally each in turn would utter a 
sharp, staccato remark, to which the 
other would make no reply. but beenme 
more absorbed than ever. They did not 
appear to be greatly interested tn each 
other, and their peculiar conversation, 
the purport of which I did not hear. 
stirred some faint memory which I could 
not recall. At length one of the two 
leant. back, lit a cigarette. and smiled at 
his companion. The other considered 
deeply for a moment, then shrugged his 
shoulders, nodded agreement, and the 
two rose to depart. As they passed mv 
table the man with the cigarette remarked 
to his friend: “ You know it was all up 
when you let me take your Bishop.”’ 
That explained everything; the two had 
been playing chess without a board. I 
am told that this is quite usual among 
experts, and can only marvel at the 
power of concentration involved in I:eld- 
ing such a complicated mental image for 
such a length of time. 


Dublin Streets. 


In a guide book to Dublin, published 
in 1908, I have just been reading the 
following words: ‘‘ There is iittle in the 
configuration of the modern streets of 
Dublin which would be unfamiliar to an 
eighteenth century citizen.’’ It is true 
that most of the principal buildings and 
characteristic features of the capital are 
memorials of that period, but Jet a ghostly 
visitant from the eighteenth century step 
over any of thea canal bridges which guard 
the heart of the city, and he would find 
himself completely bewildered. Take one 
of the main routes out of town, tia 
Baeot street Bridge and Ballsbridge, now 
thiekly populated. One hundred and fifty 
years ago this.was completely ruval, with 
the Dodder flowing through green fields. 
At Ballsbridge there was a linen printing 
works, with bleaching greens extending 
to the Fair Green at Donnvbrook ; beyond 
nothing but a few dilapidated hovels, 
until the ruins of Merrion Castle came 
into sight, with, near by. an inn called 
‘The Coach and Horses,’’ on the site. of 
the present Blind Asylum, and a little 
beyond, t_e fine mansion called Elm Park, 
built by the famous actor, Sprange 
Barry.

Among forgotten saints St. Winwaloe 
de: erves a litsle attention from Irishmen. 
He was born in Wales, and is reputed to 
have come to Ireland to study. e had a 
great affection for St. Patrick, and desired 
to devise a means to visit him in Heaven. 
St. Patrick, however, appeared to him in 
a vision in order to prevent his taking 
what our saint rather amusingly described 
as ‘‘that long, dangerous and tedious 
journey.” During his visit St. Patrick 
opened to him much that lay hid in 
futurity, and. Winwaloe’s reputation as a 
prophet caused his superiors t bid him 
lead a solitary life, free from administra- 
tive cares. He accordingly became, a 
hermit, sleeping on nut-shells, with sand 
for blankets and two stones fer a pillow. 
His sister’s eye was plucked out by a goose. 
The bird was happily identified by a 
miracie, and the eye, quite undimmed, 
was found in its entrails, whence it was 
restored to the girl. The goose, ‘oo, was 
restored to life and activity. In 1206 the 
Earl of Clare built the saint a priory at 
Whinwall, in Norfolk, and Winnold Fair 
grew about it. “We was rather choleric, 
and the conventional windiness of early 
March is held to be a reminder of his 
irascibility. 


Corney. 


I ran across an old horsey friend cf 
mine the other day who is a very keen 
breeder and takes great ‘satistaction in 
the number of victories that he achiaves 
at the smaller local races. He thinks 
that they are more sporting than the big 
races, and more intimate, while the 
betting on them is seldom dispronor- 
tionate. He told me of several races in 
which horses of his with the name oí 
Corney seemed to increase and multiply, 
and I had to ask whether there was one 
horse or a number. Rather shyly he told 
me that he was given to naming his 
horses in that way and that at present 
there were Cornev one, two and three, 
Then he explained. The real breed of 
Irish horses, those that will leap any- 
thing. use uncanny horse sense, and win 
the Grand National, according to hin, 
spring from the one stock. It appears that 
in Thomond there is a place called Kil- 
corney, which in the seventh century had 
for patron that Corney from whem it 
takes its name. He treated horses as 
brothers, and the riding of him was the 
wonder of the West At his death he 
promised to send his flock a great horse 
to keep his memory alive. Accordingly, 
from a huge cave there shortly after his 
burial there emerged an enchanted steed 
who defied capture, but roved about the 
country at will, and by him was propa- 
gated the Irish hunter and the Trish 
steenlechaser. After he heard the legend 
my friend named horses after Corney. 


Al Judge of Books and Wine. 


I suppose that Professor George Saints. 
bury is now the oldest, as he is certainly 
the most versatile, of living critics. Born in 
1845, he was in turn 
schoolmaster, jour- 
nalist, historian and 
Professor of English 
Literature at Kdin- 
burch.

J have just 
heen vlancine throuch his ' Notes on a 
Collar-Book.’’ in which he reveals himself 
as a creat connoisseur of wines and 
apirits” The various liquors that have 
peseed through his cellar during a period 
of fifty vears are treated in this little 
volume with the same relish and research 
ihat their owner brought to his studies of 
hooks and men. Tt would be hard to find 
a drink that Professor Saintshury has 
not sampled at one time or another, and 
his catholic taste inclines him to sav a 
“ood word for most of them. For him. 
literature and word wine form an ideal 
combination. and he is ever ready to pove 
scorn on these drv nedants who forget 
that. ‘‘ while one peek of Parnessus is 
reserved to Anolle. the other remains 
sacred to Dionysos.”’

THE PLANETS. 


Mercury rises not far from 6 a.m. all 
the month—too near sunrise to be visible. 
He is in Superior Conjunction cn April 
ist. Venus, having oe in Superior 
Conjv tion on February 6th, 1s an 
evening star this month. By the end of 
the month she will have separated 
sufficiently from the Sun’s neighbourhood 
to be visible in the evening twilight, 
nearly due West, and close to the last 
rays of the Sun. She sets at 7.37 p.m. on 
the 30th. Mars is a morning star, and 
still too near the Sun to be seen. 

Ju, cer is the brightest object in the 
evening sky, in the absence of the Moon. 
is still in the neighbourhood . of 
Aldeharan, and is moving slowly east- 
wards in the constellation Taurus. The 
aspect of his disc has shown nothing 
remarkable lately, with the exception of 
certain dark spots which were short-lived. 
The principal belts have not shown so 
much volour as usual, and the whole 
cc tition of the planet appears to -: 
quiescent. 

The following satellite phenomena will 
be visible with a small telescope—March 
1st, the shadow of If. enters at 7.41 p.m., 
and leaves at 10.11. 4th, I. begins to 
transis at 11 p.m.; its shadow follows 
17 minutes after midnight, of the 5th. On 
tr evening of the same day the same 
satel'ite is occulted at 8.19 p.m., and 
reappears from eclipse at 11.50 p.m. On 
the 6th again, I. and its shadow are on 
the face of the pane at nightfall. The 
satellite passes off at 7.39, and the shadow 
at 8.58. On the 7th, III. is eclipsed from 
8.58 p.m. to 11.56. On the 8th II. is 
in transit from 7.42, to 10.10, and its 
shadow from 10.19 p.m. to 49 minutes 
after midnight. On the 12th, I. is 
On the 12th, the 
same satellite bevins a transit at 7.26 
p.m., and its shadow at 8.42. The 
satellite passes off at 9.36, and the shadow 
at 10.53. On the 14th, III. is occulted 
at 7.49, and reappears at 10.23, while I. 
emerg« from eclipse at 8.15. On the 15th, 
Il. begins to transit at 10.23 p.m. The 
same satellite emerges i.om eclipse at 
9.36 p.m. on the 17th. On the 20th, I. 
is in transit from 9,23 to 11.34, its shadow 
appearing at 10.57. On the 21st, I. 
emerges from eclipse at 10.10 On the 
25th, the shadow of III. is on the planet 
from nightfail till 9.42 p.m. the 
27th, I. begins a transit at 11.21 p.m. Its 
shadow follows 32 minutes after midnight. 
The same catellite is occulted at 8.42 p.m. 
on the 28th. On the 29th, I. and its 


‘shadow are again on the planet at night- 


fall. The transit ends at 8.2 p.m., and 
the shalow leaves the planet at 9.13. On 
the ólst, IT. is occulted at 9.58 p.m. 

In watching for these _ sateliite 
phenomena, which are among the most 
fascinating of all planetary observations, 
the telescopist may occasionally meet with 
something which is “not in the 
programme.’ One of these unrehearsed 
effects, and one which is still more or 
less unexplained. is that of “dark 
transits.’” Usually a satellite in transit 
across Jupiter is quite invisible, except 
when very near the planet’s limb, but 
occasionally it shows dark against the 
bright background of the planet, and 
sometimes so dark that it is difficult to 
determine which is the satellite and which 
its shadow. There have been occasions 
when the satellite and its shado.. have 
been close together, and it was difficult to 
tell which was which. If any such 
observation is made, it should be reported. 

Saturn is a morning star, rising in the 
small hours. 


THE MOON. 


First Quarter on the 8th, at 4.3 a.m.

The Moon is in conjunction 
Jupiter on the 7th, at 2 p.m.; with 
Neptune on the 13th, at 5 a.m.; with 
Saturn on the 22nd, at 11 p.m.; with 
Mercury on the 29th, at il p.m.; and 
with Venus on the 3lst, at 8 a.m. The 
conjunction with: Venus is so close that 
an occultation of the planet must take 
place, and will be of exceptional interest 
owing to its being so close to New 
Moon. The Nautical Almanac does not 
recognise occultations which occur within 
less than 48 ‘ours of New Moon, no 
doubt, considering that they are very 
unlikely to be visible; but in the case of 
Venus there is no doubt of the visibility 
of occultations cven nearer to New Moon 
than this, because of the planet’s great 
brightness. and they ought to be looked 
for. Unfortunately, in this case, the 
visibility will be doubtful in this country. 
Venus rises at 6.11 a.m., on the 3lst. 
and will hardly be sufficiently high above 
the horizon at 8 a.m. to be successfully 
observed close to the Sun. Other con- 
junctions occurring this month are too 
near the Sun to be of any observing 
interest. Venus will be close to Uranus 
on the 21st, but the outer planet will be 
quite certainly invisible.

THE SUN. 


The Sun enters the Sign of Aries on the 
2ist, at 9 a.m., and winter technically 
ends, Day and night are of equal length 
all over the world on this date. The Sun 
is rising at the North Pole, and setting 
at the South. Unfortunacely, though 
technically over, winter is very apt to 
be loth to Jeave after the 21st of March. 
In late yeare a marked feature of the 
climate has been a very bitter spell of 
weather in the first week of April or 
later. In 1917, the writer saw roads 
blocked with drifts of snow eight to ten 
feet deep in April, and that in the 
extveme south of Wexford. The same 
thing occurred, in the same district, 
according to the accounts of old ple, 
fifty or sixty years earlier. It is difficult 
to decide whether there is any truth in the 
claims which are advanced for long- 
distance cycles of weather. But there 
seems to be no doubt that a particular 
feature of weather often tends to persist 
for many years, until one begins to reg.rd 
it as « fixed part of the climate. hen 
suddenly it will disappear, and not 
reappear for a long period, Another case 
in point was the long spell of wet 
Marches, which only ceased to be operative 
& yeat or two ago. ‘‘ March dust,’’ said 
to be worth a king’s ransom per peck, was 
for long conspicuous by its absence. Last 
year we had it back again. This year— 
well, we shall soon see. 


THE STARS. 


At midnight, March Ist, 11 p.m. ; 15th, 
10 p.m.; 30th, Leo and Ursa Major are 
astride of the meridian, the latter over- 
head. The long length of Hydra, which 
extends over two and a hali hours of 
Right Ascension, is still on the meridian 
low in the South, as last month. South- 
West to North-West, Canis Major, Orion 
and Taurus are setting.

CORK, Sunday. 

There have been no fresh developments 
in the municipal situation in Cork during 
the past week. Beyond the unofficial 
intimation that the Free State Minister 
for Local Government and Public Health 
has declined to receive 4 deputation trom 
the dissatisfied members of the Corpora- 
tion in regard to powers of the City 
Manager, the position is ynchanged. 
Despite the stormy character of the debate 
in the Dail a few days ago on the Local 
Government (Dublin) Bill, which bears 
close resemblance in policy and design to 
the measure under which the Corporation 
was re-established here, it cannot be said 
that the citizens have shown any great 
interest in the subject. 

Their attitude is one of apathy, as con- 
trasted with the outlook and behaviour of 
the politicians, and affords ample founda- 
tion for the suggestion that, with the 
exception of one or two interested parties, 
the ratepayers do not desire any change 
in the present system, so far as conferring 
increased powers on an elected body is con- 
cerned. But even if certain alterations 
are desirable, few can accept the tactics 
that have been adopted by certain parties 
in ventilating their grievances. There is a 
regrettable lack of public spirit, and 
within the past few weeks not only have 
meetings of the Corporation fallen throug. 
for want of a quorum, but important com- 
mittee meetings have fared likewise. 


APATHETIC ADMINISTRATION. 


This indiffrence is not confined to the 
City Fathers; it was shown at the last 
meeting of the Cork County Tuberculosis 
Committee, when only nine members put 
in an appearance. During the past twelve 
months frequent reference has been made 
in this column to the vital importance 
of the task of combatting this disease in 
the city and county of Cork, and it is to 
be regretted that the public representa- 
tives charged with this work are unable 
to devote to it even a few hours’ serious 
consideration once a month. The remedy 
lies in the hands of the electorate, how- 
ever, and the record of attendances of the 
prospective candidates is a matter for their 
consideration and guidance. 

Whether this abstention policy of the 
Lord Mayor and his friends will be con- 
tinued in corporate affairs or not is as yet 
uncertain. Their present silence and 
“ wait-and-see ’’ attitude are based appa- 
rentiv on the hope that the powers of the 
elected body may be increased under the 
Greater Dublin Bill, and that a similar 
concession would then be made te Cork. 
In the meantime, their adjourned meeting 
for consideration of the estimated 
expenditure for the year ending Slst 
March, 1931, will be held on next Wednes- 
day. Despite the possible increase in the 
rates of 4d. in the £, it is safe to assume 
that the recommendations of the City 
Manager will be adopted, as the larger 
demand is attributed mainly to desirable 
improvement work on the streets and 
footpaths of the city. 

The attitude of the dissatisfied section 
after that date is still in the balance. 
Wil. they show the courage of their con- 
victions and resign from the Corporation, 
or will they endeavour to take advantage 
of their two-thirds’ majority to dispense 
with the services of the City Manager? 


EXHIBITION PROJECT. 


The scheme to promote an exhibition in 
Cork during the year 1932 was launched 
several months ago, to the accompaniment 
of a fanfare of trumpets. ‘There was a 
generous display of enthusiasm, not only 
on the part of the general public, but also 
by the member's of the Special Committee 
which was appointed to investigate the 
possibilities of the project. President 
Cosgrave, as the senior member for the 
City in Dail Fireann, came specially from 
Dublin to be present at a public meetinz 
representative of all shades of opinion, 

On all sides there appeared to be 
general agreement that an effort should 
be made to emulate the success of the 
similar event promoted in Cork early in 
the century. The question seemed to be 
whether the exhibition should be con- 
ducted on national, or on international 
lines, and it was to investigate this aspect 
that a Committee was appointed. ‘lhe 
activities of the Committee have not been 
very apparent, but as one or two meetings 
have been held, a certain amount of in- 
formation on the subject must have been 
available. The general public have not 
been informed of the findings to date, 
and. in view of the Committee’s recent 
inactivity, the public are wondering if 
the scheme has been abandoned. 

Such a decision should not be taken 
before the fullest investigation has been 
made, and all information on the subject 
has been placed before the General Com- 
mittee which was appointed. 


CROSS-CHANNEL FREIGHT CHARGES 


— 

A special meeting of the Cork Harbour 
Commissioners was held during the past 
week to investigate the complaint from 
the City of Cork Steampacket Company in 
regard to the activities of the Great 
Southern Railway Company, which were. 
alleged to he preiudicial to the port of 
Cork, and contrary to legal enactments, 
under which the company were bound not 
to give preference to any port at the ex- 
pense of Cork. As stated in this column 
last week, the three causes for complaint 
vere that, by running additional trains to 
Rosslare, the railway company were givin< 
preference to that port; that they refused 
to give the Steampacket Company the 


benefit of differential rates hitherts 
allowed, and were actively canvassing 
Cork for traffic via Rosslare. 

_ The question for the Board was, th 
lore, whether or not their revenue wou! 
be aflected by the success of these acti: 
ties. Advantage was taken of the occasion 
by some of the menibers to attack the hi 
treight operating between the Free Sta: 
und Great Britain. Mr. Richard Walla 
the Chairman, urged that the more 
shipping that came to Cork the better 
would be for the Board and the reven 
of the port. He personally was quite sat 
fied that the railway company, in th 
own interests, were putting forward a d 
termined effort to divert traffic to Ros 
lare that, from a geographical point 
view, should pass through Cork. The n; 
way company could not drive a coach 
four through an Act of Parliament, and 
for this reason he suggested a conferen 
on the subject between the Commission 
and the Steam Packet Co., Ltd. 

By a narrow majority, however, 
Board ‘‘ declined to. associate themse}: 
with the effort of the Steam Packet (. 
to prevent a reduction of freights betwe 
the Free State and England,” leaving ti 
shipping company to lay their compla 
before the Railway Tribunal. If a 
inquiry into the subject is held, the Boa: 
will hold a watching brief.

Those who have no means 
as readily admitted as those who ar 
prepared to pay something, and if an 
deserving case has had to be postponed, 
has been entirely due to the lack ri 
accommodation, especially in the wome 
wards. The fact that thirty of the beds 
are free, or nominated, does not impl: 
that more than thirty free patients 
not in the home. That the Council 
enabled thus to open wide the doors 
the home is largely due to the generosit: 
and interest of many friends in the past. 


IRISH MILLERS.

A good deal of interest has been raised 
by the rationalisation scheme for th 
Irish milling industry. The Cork Ha 
bour Commissioners now have added their 
voice to the opposition raised by the pro- 
posal. At their last meeting they adopted 
a resolution ‘‘viewing with alarm and 
dismay the rationalisation scheme which 
it was attempted to introduce in Ire 
land.” They urged that the proposal, as 
far as could be judged, would complete. 
by peaceful penetration, what has already 
been partially accomplished by the unfair 
dumping into [Ireland of England’s 
surplus flour—namely, the eventual clos 
ing down of our Irish mills. 

Mr. W. J. O'Sullivan, who brought t! 
subject before the Board, stated tha! 
within the past twelve years about fiftee: 
mills in West Cork alone had been forced 
to close down owing to English compet! 
tion. For years, in fact, this country had 
been suffering from severe competition 
owing to the dumping of English flow 
into Ireland. England was over-milled 
and this flour was sent here at a 
uneconomic price. Now the movemen' 
was to get contro) of the Irish mills, and 
it would end in their being shut down, s 
that the English owners could fix what 
ever prices they liked. 


Wa 
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nomical telescope, of however humble 
pretensions, has, at some time, turned 
it on Sirius, to enjoy the vivid corusca- 
tions of the most brilliant of the stars, 
when magnified many times by the light- 
gathering powers of the objective. That is 
all that a small inst. ent can do with 
the Dog-star. ‘The companion of Sirius 
is an object for powerful telescopes and 
pellucid skies. Probably the ten-inch 
equatorial at Armagh is the smallest glass 
which has been known to show it. ‘hat 
it can do so 1s a tribute to the superb 
quality of Sir Howard Grubb’s work. It 
took an eighteen-inch objective to discover 
it. ‘This little star—it is small in 
dimensions as well as in light—is one of 
the most extraordinary bodies in the 
universe. Its density is above that of 
anything else known. Though probably 
hot much bigger than the Earth, it is 
heavier than the Sun. That it is so is 
obvious by the manner in whieh it can 
sway its very much larger primary. 


THE COMPANION. 


It is one of the puzzles of physics how 
any form of matter can be so heavy. A 
cubie inch of the substance of the com- 

anion to Sirius must weigh over a ton. 

his state of things is supposed to have 
come about through ‘ ionisation,’’ or the 
loss of electrons by the atoms of which 
the star consists, having proceeded to an 
extremely adva stave; so that little 
is left except their nuclei, and the matter 
is consequently very closely packed. There 
are other bodies in which the same process

Parents shall not send their childre 
of either sex to non-Catholic secondary schools 
and colleges. 

Regarding universilies and university 
colleges, Decree No, 404 runs as follows :—- 

Nou-Catholie colleges, inasmuch as they are 
intrinsically dangerous to faith and morals 
Sine 
there are within the Irish Free State thr 
university colleges sufficiently safe in regar 
to faith and magrals, we, therefore, strict] 
Inhubit, and, ssn pain of grave sin, we 
forbid, priests and all clerics, by advice or 
otherwise. to recommend parents or others 
having charge of youth to send the young 
pen in their charge to Trinity College. 
kewise we forbid priests and clerics to 
recommend young people themselves to attend 
Trinity College.”

BISHOP OF GALWAY. 


Relerring (to the promulgation of the 
decrees of the Plenary Synod of Maynooth, 
the Most Rev. Dr. O'Doherty, Bishop ol 
Galway and Kilmacduagh, and Apestolic 
Administrator of Kilfenora, writes :—‘' Some- 
how or other the idea had spread abroad 
that the prohibition against Catholics enter- 
ing Trinity College had been abrogated or 
allowed to become a dead-letter. iis idea 
never had any foundation in fact. The 
prohibition remains, and, from the nature 
of the case, it is a verv grave one. So 
serious is the view taken by the Plenary 
Svnod that priests and clerics are forbidden, 
under pain of mortal sin, to encourage in 
any way parenis or guardians to rend 
Catholic students to Trinity or to recom. 
mend Catholic students to enter that College. 
We have now in the Free State three Univer. 
sity Colleges which are pronounced 
sufficiently safe from the point of view of 
faith and morals. It is not too much to 
sav that Trinity is still Elizabethan in its 
religious as well as in its national outlook.” 

“ The Code of Canon Law (Can. 2335) de. 
clares that those who give their names to the 
Masonic Society, or to any similar secret and 
vath-bound society seeking to overthrow the 
Church or legitimate civil authority, are, 
ipso facto, exeommunicated. This legislation 
is emphasised by the Synod of 1927, The 
faithful are strongly warned, in accordancé 
with the prohibition contained in the general 
law, against joining such secret societies, no 
matter what title they may adopt. 


THE OVERTHROW OF GOVERNMENT. 

““ From various indications it appears that 
efforts are still being made to propagate a 
secret, oath-bound society, the object of 
which is the overthrow of the present system 
cf government in Ireland. Is the authority 
of the Free State legitimate? The Pope evi- 
dently thinks so, since he has sent a Nuncio 
io represent him. Í ask the young men who 
may be inclined to join such a society: will 
you reject the Pope and follow the village 
demagogue ! 

“ But apart from ecclesiastical law, it is 
well known that secret societies are degrading 
and demoralising. There is no worse tyranny 
under the sun. Their members are at the 
beck and call of unknown or unscrupulous 


' jeaders, and cannot call their souls their own. 


Add to that the factions and contentions, the 
petty jealousy and spying, and you can see 
the wisdom of the Church, even from the 
human point of view, in sternly opposing 
stich means of securing political redress. Let 
me then exhort the young men of these 
dioceses to avoid the agents of such societies. 
And if any of you have been drawn into 
membership you must bear in mind that the 
oath you have taken has no binding force 
whatever. You sinned in taking it and will 
sin in keeping it.” 


BISHOP OF OSSORY. 


The Most Rev. Dr. Collier, Bishop of 
Ossory. addresses himself to the importance 
of Sodalities and Confraternities in every 
parish. 

The Bishop recommended to the earnest 
and constant of his flock the unhappy 
Christian people of Russia. who are suffering 
a persecution more cold-blooded and cruel 
than that of the early Christians under Nero 
or Domitian. For this intention Sunday, 
March 23rd, will be a day of intercessory 
prayer. 


BISHOP OF LIMERICK. 


The Most Rev. Dr. Keane, Bishop of 
Limerick, exhorts all parents and others in 
charge of the young to take care to keep 
out of their hands much of the literature 
that is circulating at the present day. In 
this matter great help might be expected 
fromm the operations of the new Censorship 
Board. Up to fifty years ago the writers 
of fiction, as a rule, produced works which 
still can be, and are, read with the greatest 
pleasure, without causing any offence to 
Innocent minds. But the writers of the 
present day, for the most part, have departed 
far from the standards set by their pre 
decessors, and have produced, and continue 
lo produce, works of the grossest and most 
licentious kind. If we read the works of 
fiction that are published at present, we 
must be careful to select those that are free 
from objection, 


BISHOP OF CLOYNE. 


the Mest Rev. Dr. Browne, Bishop of 
Cloyne, condemns public ‘night dances as a 
cause of sin and scandal, which should he 
dealt with as such by the priests of the 
parish where they take place. 
_ Another notable occasion of sin is the read- 
ing of unwholesome books, novels, magazines 
and newspapers, directly, openly or covertly 
against the principles of faith and morality. 
Most of this ungdvoury stuff comes froin 
abroad, and the Catholics who support such 
objectionable publications are without ex. 
cuse, especially when Catholic books, papers 
and magazines are so numerous. 

He warns the ple, and young men 
especially, from being decayed into partici- 
pation in raids and robbery. 


BISHOP OF WATERFORD. 
The Most Rev. Dr. Hackett, Bishop of 


Waterford and Lismore, quotes the follow- 
ing extract from the Fastoral address, issued 
from au: Rey on the occasion of the 
Plenary Synod, may be considered with 
fruit :—‘‘Among the social customs of a 
people there is none better for its life and 
character than the custom of early marriages. 
They are the safeguard of the Command- 
ments and the reliance of the State, not 
least where the resources of the State are 
not sufficiently developed. They have the 
blessing of the God of nature and of grace 
upon them. The hope and courage, the 
sincerity and devotion of early united Ife, 
are associated with Christian ways and 
Christian principles, and while parents should 
be consulted about the marriages of their 
children, neither parents nor family combines 
should be allowed to defeat the natura] and 
reasonable rights of the young,” 


BISHOP OF RAPHOE. 


The Most Rev. Dr. MeNeely, Bishop of 
Raphoe, refers to the promulgation in 
November last of the statutes of the Na. 
tional Synod at Maynooth in August, 1927, 
and says:—That+ high Christian standards 
may be maintained, as becomes members of a 
Church whose note is holiness, the laity are 
directly addressed and put on their 
against crimes or sins that are particularly 
hateful in the eyes of the Almighty Lawgiver. 
Such, for instance, are the sins of homicide 
and perjury. The faithful, too, are warned 
against secret oath-bound societies that brin 
untold évils in their train to Church an 
State, 
The Bishop says that there is little in 
local conditions to call for complaint. In 
reference to one fynare to morals, he thinks 
that, if some districts, too many dance halls 
are being opened. Perhaps no single agenc.

Yet 
in this fundamental matter they resist the 
first instincts of Catholic belief, and for 
motives of shallow vanity choose to scandalise 
others and risk the spiritual welfare of their 

ildren. i 

The greatest scandal giver on earth is the 
author of dirty and irreligious literature; for 
he kills souls not by units but by multi- 
tudes. No good Catholic will read, write, or 
harbour such stuff, nor, 1f he is the head of a 
family, will he allow it into his house. Among 
the many good things for which we are in- 
debied io our present Government is the 
Censor Board it has jast set up in the public 
interest. We are all able to read now, and 
every house should try «nd have a s"pbly of 
useful and interesting books, amongst which 
should be s copy of the New “estoment for 
regular pernsal. Be adds :— 

" is false to say that the Church herself 
limits unduly the pleasures and enjoyments 
of lifé. She has too much sympathy with 
human nature to do so; but when the passion 
for pleasure and amusement runs to excess 
afd threatens the eternal, then she interferes 
with a firm hand. 


BISHOP OF ROSS. 


The Most Rev. Dr. Roche, Bishop of Ross, 
urges good Catholics to destroy all suggestive 
ór doubtful novels which come inte their 
hands, and states that the Catholic weekly 
newspapers published in Ireland should be 
supported, ause they provide safe and 
edifying reading for old and young 

The Pastoral continues :-—-The Maynooth de- 
crees most strictly forbid on Sunday horse- 
racing, greyhound-racing. whippet-racing, or 
any sports which include one or other of 
these. Such forms of amusement are forbidden 
also on holy-days of obligation, unless in a 
particular case, for special reasons, permis 
sion is granted by the bishop. We are sure 
that our people will observe this legislation. 
and if efforts be made to disregard it, we trust 


.to their Catholic spirit to uphold the law by 


not attending the above-mentioned forms of 
amusements on holy-days. 

The Bishops are anxious, too, that cattle 
and agricultural shows should not be held on 
holy-days. Those who attend Sunday sports 
that ave not forbidden ought he ¢areful not 
to neglect the duty of hearing Mass. 

THE TAKING OF LIFE. 

A warning is issued against the taking of 
human life. This crime is rare in our midst ; 
but sometimes the public conscience is shocked 
hy the sin of infanticide. It cuqht be re- 
membered that the illegitimate child has the 
same right to live as the off-spring of lawful 
wedlock, and those who have the misfortune 
to fall, as well as interested friends, should 
accept the Joss of reputation as a punishment 
for théir fall, rather than stain their hands 
with the blood of an innocent lile. 

The Bishops warn our people against the 
sin of perjury. It is of too common occur 
retice in our courts. The fear of: God. and 
love of truth, should deter men from falling 
into this sin. 

The Bishop also writes of the necessity 
for modesty in dress, and for less extrava- 
gance. Likewise he points to the folly of 
unnecessary litigation. 


BISHOP OF FERNS. 


The Most Rev. Dr. Codd, Bishop of Ferns, 
gtates that, notwithstanding the plague of 
pernicious publications, it is a moot point 
whether the discovery of the art of printing 
lias not been productive of more good on the 
Whole than evil. The reading of books and 
newspapers, such as those ae al to, has a 
depressing effect on the virtuous mind. 

eferring to certain extravagances in the 
matter of dress. the Bishop says it is a sub- 
ject affecting Christian modesty, and ordi- 
narily might be left to the good sense of the 
faithful. But evil example Tee made inroads 
upon the traditional restraint of ow people 
and the Christian tradition of moral conduct. 
Attention is directed to this abuse, in the 
confident hope that reflection will pring about 
‘he desired improvement. 


BISHOP OF CLOGHER. 


The Most Rev. Dr. McKenna, Bishop of 
Clogher, states—No higher duty rests on 
Catholic parents than that of procuring a 
sound Catholic education for their child:«n, 
and the choicest blessing of God to « people 
is a Catholic school in which the Cathoiic 
ideal of education is fully realised. 


BISHOP OF ARDAGH. 


The Most Rev. Dr. McNamee calls ‘atten- 
tion to the law of the Church, binding in 
Ireland as elsewhere, that the body of the 
deceased person should be removed to the 
church, the celebration in that church of the 
whole funeral rite, the interment of the re- 
mains in a place legitimately set apart for the 
burial of the faithful. Now, in certain parts 
of this diocese there exists a custom directly 
at variance with this law, in virtue of which 
the remains of the deceased are not brought 
to the church at all, the Requiem Mass and 
Absolution being celebrated in the de. 
ceased person’s late home. That cus- 
tom was contrary to the code. af 
Canon Law of the Universal Church, and 
it should, as far as possible, be abolished, 
and the removal of the remains of the 
deceased person to the church for the 
celebration of the funeral obsequies must he 
insisted on nothwithstanding any custom to 
the contrary; and furthermore, that the dis- 
content or unwillingness of the relatives con- 
cerned must not be allowed to withstand the 
fulfilment of the law. 

With regard to cemeteries, the Bishop 
says, that “it is a matter of regret, and 
even of national self-reproach, that in many 
cases our Irish cemeteries fall lamentably 
short of the Christian ideal of the decent 
ordering and reverent tending of those holy 
same made sacred forever bv the eolemn 
blessing of the Church, and by the mouldering 
dust of our Catholie kin.” 

5 SUNDAY RACES. 

It is a matter of regret, continues the 
Bishop, that in some places customs are 
creeping in which are out of harmony with 
the spirit, if not even contrary to the letter, 
of the law constituting Sunday and holy-day 
a day of rest. Beside servile works there are 
certain other occupations more or less in- 
compatible with the due observance of the 
Lord’s Day. Reasonable recreation and 
amusement are not forbidden. The Church 
has never enjoined anything savouring of 
that pharisaical sabbatharianism that would 
turn Sunday into day of gloom and depres- 
sion of spirit. A Statute of the Maynooth 
Synod strictly forbids the hoiding on 
Randays of public races of horses or dogs, 
but reserving to the Bishop. the right to 
grant permission in particular cases for 
special reasons. 

The reason for this solemn prohibition is 
net far to seek. Everyone knows that these 
race méetings are the occasion of one of the 
wiavest social evils of our time—the betting 
atid gambling craze, which, in the opinion 
of those most competent to judge, is working 
very widespread harm amongst all classes of 
society, and not least amongst the very 
poorest of our people. | 


BISHOP OF CLONFERT. | 


The Most Rev. Dr. Dignan, Bishop of 
‘ionfert, in outlining the decrees of the 
Synod of Maynooth, writes :—‘' The lives 
and actions of all should be based on 
Catholic principles. Hence, masters ought 
to give their workers a just wage and 
workers ought to give ju 1eturn good work, 
All disputes between employers and employés 
ehowd be avoided as they are injurious to 
both ass Strikes and lock-outs are un: 
lawful except for a just and grave cause 
and they aie not to w resorted to except 
all other meang of arriving at a eable 
settlement have failed. Unions whether of 
farmers, tradesmen or others, when based on 
Catholic principles, are recommended as 
useful both as a means to safeguard the 
interests of the members and—possibly—as 
a preventive to the formation of unions that 
might - AIR and anti-Catholic.” 
garding deceased persons. profane and 
unbecoming ‘‘ wakes ”' are forbidden, and the 
faithful are warned against incurring exces- 
sive funeral expenses and vain, useless 
pomps; rather they are to attend to the 
sniritual needs of the departed by having 
Mass offered and prayers said for them. 


BISHOP OF KILMORE. 
The Most Rev. Dr. Fin , Bishop of 
(Continued at foot of next Column.) 
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The following regulations for Lent were 
read in all the Roman Catholic of 
he Diocese of Dublin yesterday from the 
Archbishop, the Most Rev. Dr. m- 

At the approach oí the holy Lenten season 
nce and prayer it is customary to 
the fai ful that the Church, in 

prescribing the observance of the Lenten 
fast and abstinence, does not mean to add a 
fresh burden to be borne by those whose 
meals at all times, even when they are suffi- 
cient, are but barely sufficient to support 
health and strength in moderate comfort. 

The folowing regulations are to be taken 
as stating the Jaw of the Church for those 
who are in a position to comply with its 
requirements without danger to their health 
or undue strain upon their resources, . These 
regulations include many relaxations of the 
older law of fast and abstinence—some 
ranted by the Holy See to the faithful 
hroughout the Universal Church by Canon 
Law; some granted, in particular, to us i 
Ireland. 

In cases in which a further dispensation 
may be necessary it can be obtained, not onlv 
from any parish priest or from the head of 
any religious house of men, but from any 
confessor holding the ordinary faculties of 
the diocese. A dispensation obtained with- 
out sufficient cause is of no avail. 

1.—The faithful who are over seven years 
of age are bound by the law of abstinence. 
Between the ages of twenty-one and sixty 
they are bound also by the law of fasting. 

2.—The law of fasting allows only one fuil 
meai to be taken each day, fast days. 
in’ addition fo the full meal, a light — 
may be taken morning and evening. he 
quantity and kind of food allowed at cach of 
these repasts are regulated by the approved 
custom of the place. In this diocers custom 
allows butter to be taken at the rej-asts. 

3.—On fast days which are not days of 
abstinence meat is allowed, but those who 
are bound to fast can take meat at the one 
meal only. 

4.—The law of abstinence forbids the use 
of flesh meat or soup made from meat. It 
no longer forbids the use of milk, butter, 
cheese or eggs. : 

5.—Lard or dripping, used as a condiment, 
is allowed on all days, whether of fast or 
abstinence. 

6.—In this diocese during the coming Lent 
every day except Sundays and St. Patrick's 
Day will be a fast day. ‘The use of flesh meat 
is forbidden on Wednesdays and Fridays and 
on the Saturday of Quarter Tense, the 15th 
of March. 

7.—The Lenten fast ends at midday on 
Holy Saturday. 


ST. MARY MAGDALEN’S ASYLUM. 


The Very Rev. kh. A. Harnett, C.S.Sp., 
made an appeal in tue Sacred Heart Church, 
Donnybrook, Dublin, yesterday, on behali of 
St. Mary Magdalens Asylum, Donnybrook, 
which is under the care of the Sisters cf 
Charity. | 

In the Home at Donnybrook, he said, 
women taken from the streets found comfort 
and kindness. ‘Lae Home was doing splendid 
work, of which he had petsonal knowledge, 
and, tí people could see for themselves the 
work that the Sisters were doing, the appeal 
would not fall on deaf ears.

Kilmore, lays emphasis on the importance of 
regular school-going, if children are to receive 
the intellectual, moral and religious training 
which is their due, and points out that the 
Catholic parents of the Diocese of Kilmore 
ure not all fulfilling their duty in this respect. 

Dealing with the sin of injustice, the Bishop 
says:—‘'In the case of malicious injury, 
no less than in theft, there remains the 
obligation of making restitution under pain of 
eternal death, and that, too, even though the 
person or company injured receives compensa- 
tion out of the rates. In such a case com- 
pensation must be made to the ratepayers 
concerned through the county council. 

‘The sin of injustice is also committed by 
nialadministration in making public appoint- 
merits and the spending of public money. 
Such cases also call for restitution.” : 

Having stated that dances, if modest in 
themselves and accompaniments, and if 
practised in moderation, are not sinful, 
the Bishop. goes on to say that im 
athletics there has been an effort to exclude 
foreign games; it seems strange that none 

ba made to exclude foreign dancés, 
even when these are immodest. i 

The Pastoral also called attention to the 
persecution in Russia. 


BISHOP OF DROMORE. 


The Most Rev. Dr. E. Mulhern, Bishop of 
Dromore, said that the sufferings of the 
Church in many lands, and in particular in 
Russia, where a diabolical campaign was 
being waged directly against G Himself, 
reminded them of their Sution to their neigh- 
bour, and called for their earnest prayers 
that God might stay the hand of the per- 
secutors and save those nations from the 
unthinkable consequences of a _ prolonged 
struggle. 

BISHOP OF DERRY. 


The Most Rey. Dr. O’Kane, Bishop of 
Derry, in the course of his pastoral, said: 
We, ourselves, are engaged in a serious 
struggle for the freedom of our schools, in 
which popular control is sought to be 
imposed, not only on the expenditure of the 
funds contributed—for that would not be 
unreasonable—but on the management of 
the school, which is concerned ge“ with 
th choice of teachers and the religious 
education, and this under Fast oí 
exclusion from assistance from public funds. 

The priests during the holy season of 
Lent should spare no efforis to restrain their 
people from unbecoming amusements and 
merry-making during this solemn season. 
What may be done at other times is not 
always suited to the Lenten season. The 
Church has greatly relaxed the severity of 
the Lenten fast. ‘To some this may seem 
a gesture of despair, that she no longer 
enjoins what she could not impose. But the 
truth is that in her wisdom she recognises 
that the ever-growing conveniences and com- 
forts of the age have enfeebled the capacity 
for undergoing physical fatigue and 
endurance. 


BISHOP OF KERRY. 


Dr. O’Brien, Bishop of Kerry, devoted his 
Pastoral {6 a sermon on the Blessed 
Eucharist, which he said is an extraordinary 
proof of God's love for man. 

The Bishop also directed the clergy to 
invite their. congregations to join in prayer 
with His Holiness the Pope on behalf of the 
cruelly persecuted Christians of Russia. An 
anti-religious Government was endeavouring 
in the most outrageous fashion to suppress 
the practice of religion in that unhappy land. 


BISHOP OF CORK. 


The Bishop of Cork, Dr. Cohalan, in 18 
Lenten Pastoral, for the most part enters into 
a theological discussion of the question of 
Church unity, commenting on the differences 
existing in non-Catholic religions. He - 
peals for the realisation by these non-Catholic 
Churches of their position resulting from these 
differences. The pastoral suggests the advis- 
ability of other Churches and sects joiing 
with the Crtholic Church. 


BISHOP OF DOWN. 


The Lenten Pastoral of Dr. Magein, the 
Bishop of Down and Coanor, states :—** Birth 
control, as it is euphemistically called, is in 
reality the slaughter of the innocents, whether 
it is sanctioned in certain circumstances by 
the State or advocated by voluntary societies 
or recommended by individuals, however high 
they stand in their professions. It is against 
God's law. Those who adhere to it in word 
or practice ally themselves with the devil in 
seeking to degrade human nature and destroy 
human life.” The bishop goes on to urge that 
if parents, on account of sickness or scarcity 
of work, are unable to shou their burdens, 
it is the duty of the State to step in and 
assist them to provide food. clothes and suit- 
able housing conditions for the family. The 
resources of the commonwealth should be so 
developed and its man-power so organised 
that every father of a farmly who is able and 
willing to do an honest day's work should 
have the opportunity to earn a living family 
wage, or should be in a position to acquire 
property that will enable him to live as an 
owner. |

In the space of twelve months a sum oí 
£17,608 14s. 6d. was expendedrin the Irish 
Free State from British on Funds. This 
and other information on the work of the 
Legion is contained in a report just issued 
from the area headquarters of the Legion in 
the Free State. 

The work of the Benevolent Department 
continues to be progressive, states {ihe report. 
During the year under review the number of 
the local benevolent committees was increased 
to 142. The 1928 Poppy Day collection 
showed an increase of over £1,100 on the 
previous year's figures. 


HELP FROM HEADQUARTERS. 

A reference to the record of collection and 
expenditure during the past five years shows 
that there has been a steady increase in both. 
The collections increased from £3.645 12s. 5d. 
in 1924 to £9,851 18s. 10d. in 1928; while the 
expenditure increased from £4,940 in 1924 to 
£16,406 14s. 6d. in 1928. 

‘Recognising the acute distress that exists 
amongst ex-Service men in this area,’ adds 
the report, ‘‘ National Headquarters has re- 
turned each year a sum far in excess of our 
collection.” It is pointed out that the cost of 
the poppies, advertising, carriage, administra- 
tion, étc., has tol be deducted from the collec- 
tion, so that we have for the past four years 
received from headquarters over 100 per cent. 
more than we are entitled to.” 


HOW MONEY WAS SPENT.

NOURISHMENT AND EDUCATION. 

During the year ended the 20th September, 
1929, the United Services Fund assisted 8,209 
cases, at a cost of £10,458 12s.

4,342 grants to provide extra nourishment in 
cases of illness among wives, widows and de- 
pendents, amounting to £3,696 1s. 11d., and 
2,726 sickness grants to ex-Service men, 
amounting to £2,572 14s. 3d. Seventy-three 
children were assisted with education grants 
at the cost of £723 lls. 7d., and, as a result 
of the assistance given by the Fund, some of 
these children have entered the University 
and the Royal College of Surgeons and are 
studying for the medical and surgical profes- 
sions. Fatherless children numbermg 409 
were assisted with grants, amounting to 
£2,067 19s. Gd. The Benevolent Department 
had also investigated cases and administered 
grants for other societies, and during the 
year the sum of £1,868 9s. was obtained from 
various sources. 

The Area Special Relief Fund, which is 
under the control of the Area Council, and is 
intended to deal with the cases of distress 
that do not come within the seope of local

henevolent committees, had disbursed £1,768 , 


19s, 8d. during the year. The Area Special 
Relief Fund No. 2 Account had been par- 
ticularly useful in dealing with cases of dis- 
tress that did not come within the regula- 
tions in the ordinary way, and it had enabled 
immeédiate relief to be given in urgent cases.

In addition to those legacies 
they were notified of one of £100 from their 
late hon. treasurer to provide an annual sub 
bailithe of £5 to the charity he loved and 
so faithfully served. 8

gift of £25 for the bed known as_ the 
‘Carlyle Bed '; and Brigadier-General the 
Earl of Meath, C.B., C.B.E.; Arthur W. 
Geatty, Eeq., Miss Evileen Reilly and Miss 
K. Darley, as donors of £10 each. 

Since their last annual meeting they had 
to report the death of their hon. treasurer, 
Mr. Ninian ©. Niven, who had passed away 
after a long illness on the 24th October last, 
and sincere sympathy was tendered with his 
family in their bereavement. Since his death 
Miss Marie Niven had been acting as hon. 
treasurer, and the Committee, finding in her 
one who was well acquainted with the work, 
asked to confirm her appointment to the 
position of hon. treasurer. 

Comparison of the income and expenditure 
account with that of the previous year 
showed on the receipts side a drop in sub- 
scriptions and donations of £24 2s. 11d., and 
the grant received from the Dublin Hospital 
Sundav Frnd was less by the sum of £43 17s. 
On the other hand, interest on investments 
was up by the sum of £167 10s. 9d., and 
refunded income tax by the sum of 
£82 12s. 2d. On the expenditure side of the 
account the main increase was under the 
head of house expenses. the total increase 
amounting to £87 4s. 10d. Under the head 
of extras they had painting, exterior and 
interior, but that was an expenditure which 
occurred only every third or fourth year. 

On the motion of the Rev. Canon A. E.

HOSPITALS AND SWEEPSTAKES. 
tO THE BVDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES 
Sin,—In a sermon preached to-day at 

Christ Church, Rathgar, the Rev. J. J. 

Macaulay protested vigorously against the 

proposal to legalise sweepstakes for the pur- 

pose of raising money for the Dublin 
hospitals, and stated that there were other 
methods of dealing with the financial difti 
culties of these institutions. Two ways occur 
to me by which the situation might be 
helped to some extent. The first is by a 


system of collective buying of foodstuffs and 
supplies generally, through a central com- 
mittee. This suggestion, if practicable, is 
one that would have to be dealt with from 
within by the governing boards of the 
hospitals appointing representatives for the 
purpose of thrashing out a scheme. 

The second way is to encourage and assist 
collective support for the hospitals by the 
formation “i a committee which woul: 
organise or control appeals for the hospitals 


as a group—e.g., by a one-day collection | 


every year on a large scale, by factory and 
office weekly and monthly contributions, and 
by the establishment of leagues or clubs, as 
suggested by your correspondent, “A Col- 
lector.”” The money raised by this com- 
mittee might be described as the Hospital 
Saturday Fund to distinguish 1t from the 
Hospital Sunday Fund. and care would, ol 
course, have to be taken to see that the 
appeals of ‘the new body did not clash in any 
way with those of the Sunday Fund or with 
the special appeals of the individual hospitals. 
This second proposal is one that should 
be dealt with from without and by a com 
mittee independent of the hospitals, and, as 
far as possible, representative of all classes 
and creeds. The committee would be re 
sponsible for the allocation of all money 
coming into their hands, and my idea is 
that—following the lines of the Hospital 
Sunday Fund—those institutions seeking to 
participate in the distribution of the fund 
should agree to conform to certain rules, 
such as permitting a periodic inspection of 
the working of the hospital, and presenting 
annual accounts prepared on an uniform 
basis. If some of your readers would care 
to act on a provisional committee to discuss 
the feasibility of the project, perhaps they 
will be good enough to write to me.— Yours, 
eic., G. H. TurLocH.

Sir George Schuster boldly 
attacked this problem by an imposition of 
a further five crores of taxation, which, 
he calculated, would leave a surplus of 
seventy lakhs. Already the import duty 
of eleven per cent. on cotton piece goods 
has had a deplorable effect on Lancashire, 
Now this duty is increased to fifteen 
per cent. It is true that a proviso is 
added, suggesting that a further five per 
cent. on goods of non-British origin shall 
be levied, subject to the sanction of the 
Legislative Assembly. Unfortunately, the 
Assembly cannot be trusted to ratify such 
a scheme, and, in ahy case, the more 
intensive co-ordination of Japanese pro- 
duction easily can defeat a margin of five 
per. cent. Furthermore, all fiscal hopes 
must collapse before Mr. Gandhi's cam- 
paign if it is allowed to persist. At this 
juncture it is comforting to tut to the 
Indian Chamber of Princes, whose terri- 
tories comprise: two-fifths of the continent, 
They are solid, for reasons of loyalty 
and self-interest, in their devotion to the 
King-Emperor.

America’s Colour Problem, 


Some months ago American sentiment 
was roused to fury because the President 
of the United States invited the wife of 
a prominent negro to the White House. 
Statesmen and sociologists recognise, hovw- 
ever, that some solution of the negro 
problem is necessary, and President 
Hoover, defying the exclusive tradition 
of seventy years, has held a consultation 
on negro affairs with Dr. Moton, Principal 
of Tuskegee Institute, a great educational 
centre for negroes. According to a special 
correspondent of the Observer, Dr. Moton 
holds that the outlook for the Afro- 
American never has been more hopeful 
than it is to-day; and he offers as proof 
of his words the advance made by negroes 
in the professions, in finance and in educa- 
tional affairs. Certain districts, no doubt, 
refuse opportunities of advancement to 
negroes, but, on the whole, the black man’s 
lot has been improved. Increasing 
numbers of negroes are invading the pro- 
fessions and are becoming rich by the 
patronage of their friends and relatives, 
and not a few of the more prominent have 
entered the sphere of finance. Yet the 
negro’s prospects are limited by the white 
man’s boycott. Even if the bulk of the 
coloured population should support those 
of its own colour, the sole result would 
be that a very few would rise to positions 
of eminence, and the masses would remain 
in their subordinate and squalid position. 
Any real betterment of the negro’s status 
depends entirely on a change in the white 
man’s attitude. In general that attitude 
is much the same as it was when it was 
the famous statement— 
‘the negro must get out, get white or get 
along.” Some reformers have suggested 
that the American negroes should be 
collected into a separate State—a plan 
which General Hertzog contemplates for 
the South African blacks, Reasoned 
opinion, however, has condemned the pro- 
posal on the ground that it would be 
unpopular with the Afro- 
American, and, in fact, could not be put 
into operation. Obviously nothing less 
than the abandonment of old prejudice 
against the negro will solve America’s 
problem. In some respects it seems that 
the prejudice is declining. The negro’s 
efforts to raise himself have commanded 
attention and, in many instances, admira- 
tion.

Thou Shalt Not Pray, 


The Churches have dedicated March 
16th as a day of prayer for Russia’s 
persecuted Christians, but in many of 
God's houses throughout Great Britain 
and Northern Ireland no such prayers will 
be uttered. A decree of the British 
Government has ordained this silence. 
The Army Council has notified all 
military stations that “ His Majesty’s 
Government have decided, in view of the 
political character the controversy has 
assumed, that it is undesirable that inter- 
cessory prayers for Russian subjects 
should be read at religious Services in the 
Army.” An Admiralty order, issued 
simultaneously, states that the Archbishop 
of Canterbury’s arrangements “ do not 
apply to His Majesty’s ships and estab- 
lishments ”; and like instructions - have 
been issued to the Royal Air Force. The 
punishment of a chaplain’s disobedience 
might be a reprimand or even dismissal ; 
and Service chaplains of all denominations 
are involved, since the Free Churches have 
associated themselves with the Pope and 
the Archbishop of Canterbury in the call 
for united prayer. Of course, as the 
form of the Army notice shows, the three 
Services are acting under duress of the 
Cabinet, The instruction has provoked in 
Church and military circles an anger that 
will be shared by British citizens through- 
out the world. It is insolent, humiliating 
and unconstitutional. Since the Arch- 
bishop of Canterbury, formally and 
publicly, has dissociated the day of prayer 
from politics, the Government's explana- 
tion of its action brands him as a liar 
and is a gross reflection on the Church. 
The decision is humiliating because it 
suggests that the British Government is 
afraid of Soviet Russia and has. yielded 
to representations from the Soviet Ambas- 
sador in London, It is unconstitutional 
because it invades the well-recognised 
authority of chaplains and is an un- 


| warranted interference in the conduct of

‘of Soviet methods, ‘The matter will: be 
| raised in the House of Commons to-day, 
and we hope that the joint forces of

 Postmen's Trousers. 


A number of postmen in the Free 
State’s service shows anxiety to retire 
under the terms of the Anglo-Irish 
Treaty. Some of them say that their con- 
ditions of service have changed for the 
worse; others have fears for the security 
of their pensions; others aver frankly 
that the new “ atmosphere” is un- 
congenial to them. Are these men wise? 
Are they not mistaken in their apparent 
assumption that the British postal.service, 
for which they yearn from afar, is a haven 
of content and peace? In fact, the ranks 
of Britain’s tens of thousands of postmen 
are pervaded to-day by 2 yrievous discon- 
tent. It does not concern wages or honrs 
of work or pensions—of these; for the time 
being, there are no complaints—but for 
men of spirit, conscious of their calling’s 
dignity, there may be issues even more 
important than wages and working-hours. 
The Union of Post Office Workers has laid 
some weighty. grievances before the De- 
partment, with a @emand for early 
redress. It asks that female’ telephone 
operators shall not be required tc conceal 
their sleeveless frocks with overalls—-no 
doubt, because even the Venus of Milo. is 
less beautiful without her arms. It asks, 
too, that postmen shall have four pockets 
in their waistcoats, outside pockets in 
their coats and an improved style of over- 
coat. The greatest stress, however, is laid

OBITUARY. 


——— 
DR. MAURICE R. <. HAYES. 


We regret to announce the death of Dr. 
Maurice Richard Joseph Hayes, of O35 Upper 
Fitzwilliam street, Dublin, which took place 

esterday morning. 

: Son of Mr. ; www Hayes, of Ballylahiff 
House, Qola, Co. Tipperary, Dr. Hayes 
was born in 1878, and was educated at the 
Sacred Heart College and Mungret ei; 
Limerick, before entering the Catholic 
University School of Medicine, Cecilia street, 
Dublin. He took his medical degrees from 
Dublin in 1906, and in the same year was 
elected a licentiate of the Royal College of 
Physicians of Ireland. In 1907 he became 
radiogolist to the Mater Misericordie 
Hospital, Dublin, but resigned after some 
time. and entered upon that private practice 
which was to become so wide in recent years, 
and which won for him widespread repute 4s 
a radiologist and a recognised authority on 
deep ray (Erlangen) treatment. 

He was a Fellow of the Royal College of 
Surgeons of Ireland, and also Fellow of the 
Royal Academy of Medicine in Ireland. In 
1917 he was gazetted Captain in the Royal 
Army Medical Service, and later, on the 
ostablishment of the Free State, he was 
appointed Major-General, and later Director- 
General of the lrish Free State Army Medical 
Corps, and rendered great service im 
organising that branch during those troubled 
years. 

Dr. Hayes always took the very greatest 
interest in the welfare of all medical men in 
Ireland. and took a keen part in the affairs of 
the Irish Medical Association and in poor law 
service. The confidence reposed in him by 
ims coHeagues was shown by the fact that he 
was clected representative of the profession 
on the Irish Medical Council. He was also 
President of the Leinster Branch of the 
British Medical Association. 

As a radiologist his opinion was highly 
valued, and he made it a practice to keep 
abreast with the very latest advances in that 
branch of science. He attended congresses 
and conferences all over Europe, and was a 
well-known and popular speaker at many of 
these functions, In 1928 he was appointed 
by the Minister for Local Government and 
Public Health to represent the Free State 
ai the International Convention on Cancer 
in London, and last year he attended the 
International Congress on Medicine at Cairo. 
Hoe frequently contributed to debates on his 
own subject and wrote many valuable papers 
to medical journals. He spoke at the last 
meeting of the Dublin University Biological 
Society, 


about three or four weeks. At first his 
ailment appeared to be influenza, but subse- 
quently it proved to a serious form of blood 
poisoning which affected his heart. His 
health had been undermined by his con- 
tinuous X-ray work. and he himself believed 
that being so constantly in the atmospnere 
of X-rays, no matter what precautions were 
taken, his health must suffer. 

He married in 1906 Agnes, daughter of 
Mr. Owen Walsh, of Ninch Park, Laviown. 
Co. Meath, who, with two sons and two 
daughters, is left to mourn his loss,

AN APPRECIATION. 
(By J. B. G.) 

Those who had the privilege of knowing 
Maurice Hayes will remember him, first, as 
a man of a big heart and generous character, 
and, second, as a great radiologist. In his 
dealings with his colleagues he was always 
kindly and generous, and in the circle of 
his family was a much beloved husband and 
father. His services to radiology cannot be 
overestimated; for he was the doyen of 
practical radiologists in this country, and a 
source of constant inspiration to the younger 
men, who knew his career and yalued his 
opinion. He seemed to live entirely for his 
work, and it was his ambition to place Irish 
radiology in the forefront of European pro- 
gress. He was assiduous in his attendance 
at foreign conferences, and in bringing the 
results of the best outside work before the 
notice of the Dublin school. . Probably 
nowhere else did a single man accumulate 
such a collection of modern radiological 
instruments; indeed, in this respect, Dr. 
Hayes’s scientific equipment must have been 
unique. 

Careless of his own health, the risks which 
he took-seem to have been a factor “in 
weakening bis resistance in the end. 
Maurice Hayes was a great-hearted Irishman, 
whose influence brought more closely to- 
gether Irishmen of widely differing political 
and religious views. His. loss, from this 
point of view, seems to be irreparable, and 
his friends within and without the medica] 
profession will mourn him deeply.

It is possible that while in the Masai | 


country he was bitten by an infected 
mosquito, which brought on his present 
illness. The return of the Royal party to 
Nairobi was completely unexpected, and 
when it became known all sorts cf rumours 
became current. It was thought that His 
Royal Highness had received special 
despatches from the Governor, Sir Edward 
Grigg, which demanded his immediate 
attention, but the train was well kept 
until the official announcement thir after- 
noon that he had conracted malaria. 

The species of malaria known as sub- 


-tertian which the Prince has contracted 


is not the most common, and the attacks 
usually pass off after forty-wght hours, 
during which the patient suffers from a 
high temperature and great discomfort. 
The Prince’s attack is believed to be a 
benignant one, as the fever is following a 
normal course, and it is expected that he 
will be quite well in a few days. 

His Royal Highness is bound, however, 
to feel rather weak and run down after 
his illness, and the question now being 
eagerly debated here is whether his 
medical advisers may not urge him :o 
change his plans for his return journey 
to Europe, which would entail a Jong and 
exhausting journey through Uganda, Lake

THE LATE RAINS.

Asserting that the people of the world 
demand a reduction in armaments, 
Senator Borah, Chairman of the Foreign 
Relations Committee of the Senate, in a 
wireless address to-night, gave a warning 
of the consequences of failure of the Naval 
Conference.

A YOUTHFUL CABINET.

MAJORITY CONSIDERED 
CERTAIN, 
From Revter’s CORRESPONDENT. 
PARIS, Sunday. 

The second Tardieu Cabinet was born too 
late in the night for its composition to be 
commented on in this morning’s news- 
papers. The principal evening papers are 
all of Right and Centre politics. Conse- 
quently their approval of the new com- 
bination goes without saying. All agree 
that M. Tardieu is certain of a parlia- 
mentary majority. 

The Government is the widest concen- 
tration of parties that M. Tardieu could 
achieve after the veto of the Radicals. It 
is based on the Right Centre and the Left 
Centre, and: it includes two Radical 
Senators—— MM, David and Rio—and two 
Radical Deputics—MM. Dumesnil and 
Salcoz, while M. Laval (Independent) and 
M. Mallarmé (Republican Socialist) are 
equally of the Left. Consequently, M. 
Tardieu’s second Ministry extends further 
to the Left than his first. 

The presence of these Left Ministers 
may be expected to bring to the Cabinet 
thé support of a few other members of 


Cabinet will be faced with the massive 
and determined opposition of the Left 
parties, who may be counted upon to 
wage war to the knife. 


NEW MINISTERIAL POSITIONS. 

An analysis of the Cabinet shows it 
contains eighteen Ministers and sixteen 
Under-Secretaries, as compared with six- 
teen Ministers and twelve Under-Secre- 
taries in the first Tardieu Cabinet. The 
new Ministerial positions are those of 
Minister of the Budget and Minister of 
Public’ Health, created for the first time 
in place of the Under-Secretaryship of 
Hygiene, which is suppressed; the new 
Under - Secretaryships and National 
Economy, Labour, the Budget, Commerce 
and that of Commissioner for Tourism. 
M. Tardieu retains twenty of the 
Ministers of his last Cabinet. 

The most notable departures are those 
of MM. Leygues, Loucheur and Chéron. 
M. Leygues is succeeded as Minister of 
Marine and delegate to the Naval Con- 
ference by M. J. L. Duamesnil, a recog. 
nised naval expert, and Minister of 
Marine in M. Herriot’s first Cabinet. M. 
Loucheur joined M. Chautemps’s short- 
lived Left Cabinet. He is succeeded as 
Minister. of Labour by M. P. Laval, who 
will have the difficult and important 
task of taking charge of the much- 
debated Social Insurance Bill. It was on 
M.. Cheron’s financial policy that the 
Tardieu Cabinet fell. 


MINISTERS FOR THE FIRST TIME. 

His successor, M. P. Reynaud, who 
takes office for the first time, is leader 
of the Maginot group, and is regarded as 
one of the most brilliant politicians of 
the younger school. It was he who led 
the successful attack which brought down 
the Chautemps Cabinet in the Chamber. 
He is a barrister, and was born in 1878. 

Other members of the Cabinet who take 
ofice for the first time are MM. Falcoz, 
Cathala, Lautier, Lillaz, Morinaud, 
Ricolfi and Gaston Gerard. . M.. Gerard, 
who becomes Cémmissioner for Tourism, 
is Mayor of Dijon, the capital of 
Burgundy. 

MINISTERS ALL UNDER FIFTY. 

Dissected according to professions, the 
Cabinet contains twenty barristers, two 
journalists, five ex-civil. servants, three 
university professors, ene. doctor, two 
manufacturers and one engineer, It is an 
essentially: young Cabinet. Seventeen of 
its members are under fifty. 

The. ‘‘ Father’’ of the Cabinet is M. 
Briand, born in 1862.. Last, but not least, 
if is noteworthy that M. Briand -retains 
the portfolio of Foreign . Affairs, thus 
assuring the continuity of French foreign 
policy. M. Peret becomes Vice-President 
of the Council. .M. Peret is one of the 
most successful Presidents of the 
Chamber, and he -brings strong debating 
powers to the Government,

The regulations. for the working of the 
Censorship of Publications Act have just

- Attention is drawn by the department 
to thé following points :— | 

“ (á) The Minister is the censoring 
authority. : 

““(b) The Censorship of Publications 

Board is an advisory board. 
_ *(c) The Minister has no power to 
place a book or publication on the 
Register of Prohibited Publications unless 
the Board advise that such book or pub- 
lication is indecent or obscene, or advo- 
cates the unnatural prevention of concep- 
tion; or, in the case of a periodical publi- 
cation, devotes an unduly large proportion 
of space to the publication of matter relat- 
ing to crime. 

‘“(d) Books or periodical publications 
which do not reach the Minister or the 
Board, or which reach the Minister or the 
Board and escape prohibition, must not 
thereby be regarded as having the positive 
approval of either the Minister or the 
Board. 


MINISTRY'S POWERS. 
“Tt is to be assumed that all the 


|grosset works will eventually reach the 


Register of Prohibited Publications, ‘but 
many indifferent ‘works must inevitably 
remain in circulation, great or small. The 
Consorship. of Publications Act does not 
purport to vest in the Minister power to 
create a high standard of taste amongst 
the reading public by suppressing every- 
thing which is not calculated to educate 
or. elevate. It aims at suppressing that 
which the vast bulk of responsible people 
would desire to be suppressed on grounds 
of ordin: ry decency. 

“ Whilst the Minister is at liberty to 
reject the advice of the Board, it may be 
assumed in practice he will not. The 
Minister has power to grant permits in 
writing for the importation and sale or 
distribution of prohibited publications, 
but he is at liberty to attach any condi- 
tions or limitations he may think fit to 
impose in any case. It may be assumed 
that any permits which may be issued will 
contain such conditions and limitations as 
may be required by the particular circum- 
stances of each case.’’ 


FORM OF COMPLAINT. 

The regulations include drafts of the 
forms upon which complaints are to be 
made. In the case of a book the form is 
as follows :— 

“To the Minister for Justice. 

“ 1 (name and address) hereby complain 
that (name of book, if a particular edition 
is complained of, insert description) is 

““(a) indecent or obscene ; 

““(b) advocates the unnatural preven- 
tion of conception, or the procurement of 
abortion or miscarriage by the use of any 
method, treatment, or appliance for the 
purpose of such prevention or such mis- 
earriage. (The ground of complaint, which 
is not relied on, is struck out). 

‘*T enclose (insert number) copies of the 
said book. 

“I refer particularly to the passages

Three copies of the book complained of 
must be furnished with the complaint if 
the bool- costs less than 3/6, two copies 
between that and 7/6, and one copy of 
anything over that price. 

A similar form is used in the case of 
periodicals, but copies of not Jess than 
three different issues of the periodical 
must be furnished. | 

In the case of daily newspapers, the 
issues should have been published within 
fourteen days of the date of the com- 
plaint ; in the case of weekly periodicals. 
within six weeks, and in the case of 
monthly periodicals, within six months. 
Six copies must be furnished if the 
periodical costs less than sixpence, and 


three if over that sum. 


A REGISTER. , 

A ‘Register of Prohibited Publica. 
tions ” is provided for, to be in two parts, 
one relating to books and the other to 
periodicals. This register will be open to 
inspection, free of charge, by any person 
at the office of the Minister for Justice, 
between the hours of eleven in the morn- 
ing and four o’clock in the afternoon, on 
every week-day (other than a Saturday 
or a public holiday). The register will 
contain the name of each prohibited book, 
together with the names of the author and 
publisher, the edition, or editions, to 
which the prohibition order relates and 
the date of the prohibition order. It will 
also record the date of the publication of 
the prohibition order in Iris Oifigiutl and 
particulars of any amending or revoking 
order. In the case of a periodical, the 
name of the proprietor is also given. 

The forms on which the Censorship 
Board will report its findings to the 
Minister will as contain the signatures 
of those members dissenting from the 
report presented.

The Pope has ordered the late Cardinal’s 
wish to be satisfied, eo he wil! be buried 
next the tomb of Pope Pius X. in the 
Grotto of Saint Peter.

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In a leading article The Times oí to- 
day observes:—M. Tardieu is in office 
again, and after very nearly a fortnight 
of uncertainty and confusion, France has 
a Government which is expected to resume 
the naval negotiations in London. — But 
not at once, nor assuredly, It has still to 
meet the Chamber and to obtain its vote 
of confidence—a conventional parliamen- 
tary. practice in France, and with Shrove 
Tuesday « intervening—a . holiday that 
Parisians could: never renounce—the vote 
will not be taken till Wednesday. It is 
expected, though net too confidently, that 
the new Cabinet will survive its ordeal by 
vote, and in that case the new delegation 
will cross the Channel on Thureslay. an: 
the Naval Conference should be fully re- 
constituted by Friday. 

M. Tardieu will once more officially 
head the delegation, but he evidently feels 
that he must spend more time in Paris 
than during the first phase of the Confer- 
ence, and may send M. Briand over’ m 
advance, and the Foreign Minister will 
have with him the new Minister ! of 
Marine, M. Dumesnil, who takes the place 
of M. Leygues. M. Damesnil belonzs 
to the  Socialist-Radical Party, and 
was, indeed, first offered the Ministry 
of Marine .by the ill-fated  ‘. 
Chautemps before he’ changed his 
mind and appointed M. Albert Sarraut. 
There are five Socialist-Radicals in -the 
new Government, but their inclusion does 
not itself poftend any change in the 
foreign or naval policy of France. The 
polemics of the last fortnight have been 
personal and partisan. Almost th: only 
subject which was left out of considera- 
tion, as not offering suitable matter for 
party bargaining, was the attitude of 
France in London. 

It is true that during the wock-end 
carver of the Chautemps Ministry, M. 
Leon Blum, the Socialist leader, appeare: 
as a critic of the ‘‘ excessive demands’”’ of 
M. Tardieu and a supporter of the. less 
Nationalist policy which he supposed 
might be pursued by his successor; but 
he eould not carry with him all, even of 
his own following, and his support was 
fatal to M. Chautemps. It was, in fact, 
the principal cause of his immediate over- 
throw.. So M. Tardien will take up the 
policy of France where he Icft 1t on 
February 17th, and, if any -modifications 
are to be made, M. Tardieu is obviously 
the right man to make them,

PAYMENT BY RESULTS. 

In a despatch from Riga yesterday, 7 /e 
Times Correspondent says :—The Soviet 
Government has issued Labour instructions 
for the collective farms, which mark the 
most important step yet taken towards the 
complete militarisation of agriculture. 

All peasants enrotled in collective farms 
are immediately to be organised into '' labour 
brigades and columns,’” under qualified com- 
manders—to whom the Soviet Press gives 
he name of Brigadier and other military 
‘itles. Each brigade is to be trained in a 
particular form of agricultural labour. Such 
expressions as  “ horse  brirgades,’’ ‘“* oxen 
brigades,’’ ‘‘ tractor brigades,’ are already 
current. 

The instructions ‘‘ categorically forbid all 
attempts to establish equality of payment; 
for agricultural labour ” wages must vary 
according to the results of the lahour of 
mdividual- peasants, or of individual 
lirigadbe, and must be exclusively on piece- 
work system. Payments by time is authorised 
only for a few categories, in which piecework 
calculation is impossible. 

The system of premiums and fines 
respectively tor good and bad work must be 
strictly enforced, and rivalry among 
labourers be stimulated to the maximum. A 
labour “tarifi,’’ fixing the wages of seven 
grades of labour, must be introduced before 
the end of next week, and a table of fines 
ior bad work will be cirevlated among 
collective farms in the near future. In no 
case may peasants ieceive, either in money 
or kind, more than 60 per cent. of their 
nominal wages each month, and the re- 
mainder will be held in trust for a minimum 
of one: year by officials of the collective 
farms—-apparently for the purpose of deduact- 
ing fines, subscriptions to loans, and other 
contributions.

WIRELESS TELEPHONE 
COMMUNICATION, 

The Times Berlin Correspondent tele- 
graphed last night:~—The two new North 
German Lloyd 50,000-ton liners, Bremen and 
Europa, spoke to each other by wireless 
teléphone last week over a distance of nearly 
2,500 miles, when the Bremen was a httle 
way out from New York and the Europa 
was undergoing her trials in the North Sea. 
The two great ships have now met for the 
first time; they are berthed alongside the 
Colombus quay at Bremerhaven. Their com- 
pletion brings the total tonnage of the North 
German Lloyd, reduced through the sur- 
render of its fleet. after the armisticé to a 
few thousand tons, to the 1914 figure of 
nearly 1,000,000 tons. 

Communication between the two vessels 
was good, and passengers in the Europa also 
spoke with subscribers in various parts of 
Germany. Telegraphic communication was 
also established with the third of the trio 
to operate the ‘‘ express ’’ -service this 
summer, the Colombus, 32,000 tons, which 
was in the neighbourhood of Bombay.

AIR. MAILS FOR CHINA.

The Times Shanghai Correspondent tele 
graphed yesterday ;- An agreement has been 
signed between the Chinese Minister of Com- 
munications and the Deutsche Lufthansa, under 
which the latter is given the right to carry 
air mails from Germany to China by the 
Northern route, which it is understood means 
by way of Siberia or Sinkiang (Chinese 
Turkestan). A Chinese-German company 
will be formed to operate in China. The 
Lufthansa now has a service between Berlin 
and Moscow, but .it will be necessary to 
obtain an extension of, this right from the 
Soviet Government before connection can be 
made with China: A Russian air service 
between Moscow and Irkutsk is already in 
operation, so, the distance. to be bridged to 
the Manchurian. border is small.

The ten persons accused of the murder 
of Laurence Griffin, the Stradbally post- 
man, have, been remanded in custody for 
another week. Counsel for the prosecution 
to-day said that new information had come 
into the hands of the police, and, as they 
were anxious to follow up a new line of 
investigation, they should be facilitated 
in the matter of a remand. This applica- 
tion was vigorously opposed by counsel for 
the defence, but was granted by the District 
Justice. 

Superintendent Mechan, who was the 
only person called at to-day’s sitting, de- 
clined to disclose the nature of the in- 
formation in cross-examination by Mr. 
Connolly, one of the counsel for the 
defence. - He admitted that much of it had 
been received during the previous twelve 
hours. 

Mrs. Griffin, wife of Laurence Griffin, 
accompanied by some friends, was present 
in the court, but was not called as a 
witness, as was generally expected. 

The accused persons are Patrick Whelan, 
James Whelan (son), Bridget Whelan 
(wife) and Norah Whelan (daughter): 
Thomas F. Cashin, school teacher: George 
Cummins, farmer; Patrick Cunninghan, 
farmer; William Murphy, Edward Dulea, 
Civic Guards; and Edmund Morrissey, 
labourer. 

Captain Redmond (instrueted by Mr. 
George Nolan, solicitor) appeared for the 
two Civic Guards; Mr. H. D. Keane, 
solicitor, for Morrissey: an' Mr. M. J. 
Connolly (instructed Lv Mr. P. O'Connor. 
solicitor) for the - accused 
persons. 


COUNSEL’S STATEMENT. 


After District Justice McCabe had taken 
his seat on the bench, \Ir. Finlay, prose- 
cuting counsel, asked for a further re- 
mand in custody for another week. He 
said that on the last occasion when the 
case came before the Court he had inti- 
mated that it wonld be disposed of finally 
at the next hearing. Since then the facts 
had changed considerably, and thus 
necessitated asking for a further remand. 
Some people thought that it was necessary 
for the prosecution to produce the body 
of Laurence Griffin in support of the 
charge of murder against the defendants, 
but, added Mr. Finlay, the law had been 
varied on that point, and the production 
of the body was not absolutely necessary. 
He agreed that it would be in the in- 
terests of justice, as well as in the in- 
terests of the prosecution and defence, if 
the body of Laurence Griffin could be pro- 
duced. It might be through the produc- 
tion of the body that the charge alleged 
against the defendants might be mitigated 
to one of manslaughter. From informa 
tion that had come into the hands of the 
authorities within the past few davs there 
was every possibility that the body of 
Grifin would be recovered within the 
week, and for that reason he ‘asked for 
the remand. 


e FURTHER INQUIRIES. 


Superintendent Meehan bore out the 
statement of counsel concerning the new 
information in the hands of the police. 
He asked for the remand for the purpose 
of making further inquiries.

THE NEW HIGH POWER 
~ STATION...

A brief report. of the proceedings at the 
dinner giyen In) the Shelbourne Hotel, 
- Dubling last Friday night, in. connection 


with the Irish. Radio Week, was given in 


our issue of Saturday. 

Responding to the toast of .‘‘ Ireland,:’ 
which was proposed by Professer F. Tf. 
Hackett, Ph: D., who- presided, Mr. M. <A. 
Heffernan, T.D., Parliamentary Secretary. to 
Lhe Department, of Posts and Telegraphs, as 
stated, réferréd to broadcasting in the Frere 
State, and said that when the new. high- 
power station was working on a wave-length 
oi. 415 metres, it would be easier to cut out 
that station in Dublin than it is at. present 
to cut out the Dublin station, and even if 
the Dublin station is retained; a question 
which cannot be decided until the high- 
power station ts°in operation, the -effect on: 
foreign transmission sound above the lower 
wave length used would be unemportant. 


CRITICISM. 

There had been much prejudiced, hostile 
and misinformed criticism of their plans, said 
Mr. Heffernan. The extent of the possible 
interference by. a high-vnower station in the 
Saorstat of. fereign programmes had “been 
oth-exaggerated and misrepresénted in the

The needs of 
the dwellers in the rural and = semi-rural 
areas were even greater. than those of the

MR. HEFFERNAN'S HOPES. 

Speaking to the toast, Mr. Heffernan ‘said 
that he understood that he was to respond 
to the toast of the Irish Free State, and he 
felt doubly honoured in being asked to re- 
spond to the toast of Ireland. Hé sincerely 
hoped that this was a good omen of what 
was to come, and that they might look to 
the day when Ireland would be one physical, 
geographical and political entity. (Applause. ) 

““In conclusion,” said Mr. Heffernan, “I 
wish to say that I have faith in broadcast- 
ing In the Irish Free State, and I believe 
‘the wireless trade will play a worthy part 
in Hs development.

VIEWS AT SWORDS MEETING. 

Speaking at a farmers’ meeting in! Swords 
yesterday, Mr. T. O'Donnell, Barrisier-at- 
Law, said that a glance at our trade ret: rns 
in. any year since the Free State was set up 
will disclose that practically the only source 
of wealth in our. country is the Jand. Last 
year. we exported agricultural produce of 
various: kinds to the value of £356,576,032, 
while” the total of all other exporis. only 
reached. £9,685,625, Of this latter sum, 
stout, Whiskey, and Ford tractors account for 
£6,745, 803. List year this so-called agricul- 
tural country imported wheat, flour, maize, 
and maize products to the value of 
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- 211,000,000; bacon -. £1,627,000, butter 
3360000 


High taxation, with consequent high cost 
of living, an education system whi.wh ‘ignores 
farming, and turns our young peopies’ minds 
to any other employment but the lard, Ligh 
transport, a foreign controlled banking sys- 
tem, which dries up credit, and prevents in- 
dustry and employment—these are some of 
the root causes of our present economic Cecay. 


TAXATION. 

Taking. Mr. Blythe’s own comparison be- 
tween the taxable capacity of England and 
the Free State our taxation is double that of 
England. Not alone are we the highest taxed 
nation in Burope, but we are taxed twice as 
high as the wealthiest nation in Eurone.. Mr. 
Hogan had_ boasted that his Government had 
reducedtaxation by close on £7,0990,000 per 
annúm, “One wonders what exactly he means. 
All forms of taxation in the year 929 pro- 
duced’ £24,221,000, and the expenditure was 
£25,397,000. The expenditure for the whole 
of Ireland in 1919, when Government extra- 
vagance was universally condemned was only 
£22,162,000. It will be further interesting 
to note that in 1919, when the cost of govern- 
ment was slightly over £22,000,000 our ex- 
ports for all Ireland were £176,000,000, while 
in 1929-the Free State; having an export 
trade of £46,000.000, spent on normal ser- 
vices over £25,000,000. 

Having referred to de-rating, Mr. O’Don- 
nell continued—Mr. Blythe concluded a finan- 
cial settlement with England in December, 
1925, and in March, 1926, under which we are 
paying away, without any return whatever, 
55 millioi pounds per annum. This is inequi-- 
able and ruinous. It must be reopened and 
altered. The Primrose Ccmmittee in 1912 
reported that in dissolving the partnership 
between the two countries, not alone should 
Ireland pay nothing to England, but, on the 
contrary, that England should bear the cost 
of the then existing Old Age Pensions— 
three million pounds per annum, as well as 
the pensions of the R.I.C.. That was the 
finding of an English Committee. 


LAND ANNUITIES. 

We have had some discussion, carried on 
under great difficulties, on the subject of the 
Land Annuities, which jorm the larger por- 
tion of this 54 million pounds. They amount 
to three million pounds per annum. Apart 
from our moral claim, we are legally entitled 
té retain the Land Annuities in the Irish 
Exchequer, and use them for Irish purposes. 
Nothing but the incompetence and _ mis- 
management of our Ministers stands in our 
way. They. made a ruinous bargain, and 
anyone who questions it is breaking the 
Treaty. This is their last stronghold with 
which to frighten. the people, and prevent 
reasoned discussion. We _ repudiate no 
national liability, but we: want a ruinous 
barfain re-opened,

SANDERS’ “ NATIONAL” 
PROSPECTS, 

The Irish racing season had an dtspicious 
send-off at Naas on Saturday, when a nicely 
arranged programme was carried through 
under enjovable springlike conditions. Naas 
is one of the few meetings which paid its 
way last season, and, judging by the excel: 
lent attendance at the opening, it. looks as 
if the venue would enjoy the same popularity 
this vear. 

There were, as usual, plenty of runpeds, 
and the sport was of the mixed order, steeple. 
chasing, hurdle and flat raeing being included 
on the programme. Four favourites or joint 
fi. vourites won,'so that backers had a very 
successfyl] time. 

HO FANG FINISHES STRONGLY. 

A commencement was made with the 
handicap hurdle race. Wounded Prince, who 
had won a maiden eveut at the Leopardstown 
meeting, was much fancied to follow up this 
success. White Mixture, a winner at Bal 
dovie meeting, Ho Fang a tarman were 
also well supported, and it Yas, on the whole. 
a very interesting race. The four herses 
named were in close company jumping the 
last two flights of hurdles, and in the last 
hundred yards. Ho Fang and White Mixture 
joined in a rousing finish, which went mw 
favour of Mr, H, M. Hartigan’s horse by a 
matter of a head, Starman finishing, third a 
length and a half away, and Wounded Prince 
fourth a short head off. Ho Fang, who +s 
only a four-year-old, finished out his race im 
determined -stvle, and looks like being a 
valuable recruit to the hurdling branch of 
the sport. The form pomts io the merits 
of Little Bob, who beat Ho Fan, rather 
comfortably at Baldoyle. 

Another four-year-old was to thé fore in 
the Maiden Hurdle Race, this being Mr. F. 
More O'Ferrall’s Philip's Fancy, who 1s 
trained, not at his owner's own place, but 
by J. Dawson at Rathbride Manor, Again 
there wee another close ‘finish in this 
instance, Kildare’s Pride and Flying Essex 
battling out the issue right up to the winning 
post, but Philip’s Fancy, staying on the 
best, pulled out a bit extra just at the end 
to stall off Kildare’s Pride and win by three- 
quarters of a length. 

SANDERS NOT PLACED. 

It was expected that two Ivrish-trained 
Grand National condidates, Sanders and 
Prince of I[veagh, would put in an appearance 
for the Osberstown Steeplechase, which 
would afford a fine testing gallop over 4 
journey of three miles, Prince of Iveagh, 
ie i was not saddled, but will likely 
run at Aintree, in which case he will ie 
ridden by his young owner, Mr. K. Kennedy. 
Sanders looked well, if a bit backward in 
condition, and was so much fancied as to be 
made a strong favourite. He jumped, as 
usual, in safe style. and was well with 
the Jeaders until about half a mile from home. 
Beech Dale and Susiewusie, who were both 
in receipt, of: 20lb. from Sanders, were tne 
leaders at this stage, and when D. Ward 
tried to move Sanders up to them -t was at 
once evident that the task was beyond Mrs. 
H .M. Hartigan’s horse. It looked for a 
while as if Beech Dale would get the | etier 
of Susiewusie, especially when the latter 
swerved after jumping the last fence. She 
was quickly straightened, however, and just 
stayed on well enough to land the spoils. 
Saunders finished fifth easing up, and the 
performance really has little bearing on his 
‘‘National’’ prospects, for, as is only 
natural in the case of a horse in training for 
the big Aintree event, he is at present far 
from being up to concert pitch as regard to 
fitness. If he runs in the Grand National, 
which is very probable, he will be ridden 
by Mr. F. E. Mcheever. ; 

Mr. W. W. Ashe's Knockenarrigan gave 
further proof of his usefulness by winning 
the Halverstown flat race in easy style from 
Independent, but the latter, a son of Pucka 
Sahib, ran well and should soon win a race. 
Culnagor, though making a few mistakes in 
the course of the race, always had the Naas 
Maiden Steeplechase won provided he kept 
on his feet. He improved in his jumping 1 
the last half of the journey and ultimately 
won with a good bit in hand. Details :—

In every respect the game was a complete 
disappointment. The score does not convey an 
idea of the superiority of the Irish League side, 
who exhibited a mastery of the game which, to 
say the least of it, made the Free State side 
a negligible quantity. 

The inclusion of Shamrock Rovers and Ford- 
son's players, in view of the circumstances that 
both teams were meeting the next day to replay 
their Cup semi-final tie, was a mistake. That 
these players did not give of their best cannot, 
however, be put forward as an excuse for the rout. 
On paper the Free State team represented the best 
players of the clubs south of the border, but 
they never realised the expectations of either the 
slectors or the big crowd. Though they took 
some little time to get settled, the superiority 
of the Irish Leaguers was so pronounced that 
the play of the home side was made to_ look 
juniorish. Except McCarney, Flood and Glenn, 
not one of the Free State side played up to form, 
and the attempts of a disjointed forward line to 
overcome the defence of the Northern half-backs 
were feeble. 

There was no comparison between the two lines 
of forwards, the skill and studied methods of 
the Irish Leaguers being outstanding features. 
Kach man kept his place, took and gave passes 
with an ease and precision which bewildered the 
opposing backs. Murphy and Mackie on either 
wing were always conspicuons, and Cassidy, who 
partnered the former, had much to do with the 
supremacy of the attack. Had Ferguson suc- 
ceeded in holding the Northerners’ right wing 
the Free State middle line might have done 
better, as Glenn was a hard worker and did 
some good things, but as a combined force our 
half-backs were poor. and with Sullivan relying 
mainly on defensive tactics the forwards received 
no help. All through, certainly after the open- 
ing fifteen minutes, the Free State were out- 
played. They tried to pull themselves together 
several times, and might have done so had they 
infused more spirit into their game, but the only 
efforts in this direction came from Flood and 
Gient. 

The close range. shots puzzled Cannon, and he 
appeared to be easily beaten; he never received 
much help from his backs, however, Bermingham 
and Byrne being shakey and easily overcome. 

It was the fifth meeting of the Leagues, but 
the result goes to prove that, whereas the stan- 
dard of football in the North has considerably 
improved since the institution of the series, the 
standard in the Free State has deteriorated. If 
the lesson of the match is taken to heart, how- 
ever, some good may result. 

lt was twenty-five minutes 
fore Bambrick, who led the attack in masterly 
style, gave his side the lead, and two. goals 
followed quickly. Before this had McCarney and 
Flood been supported, the Free State could have 
bobo but the couple of shots failed to beat 
Gardiner, who was a very safe goalkeeper. The 
Northerners played with great confidence in the 
closing half. and interest in the finish vanished 
but the crowd were treated to a perfect exhibition 
of sparkling football. The Southerners made a 
desperate effort in the closing minutes to reduce 
the lead, but the shooting was bad, and any 
shots which were well directed were easily saved.

HOW CABLES AND 


On the whole, the best market of late has 
‘been that for gilt-edged stocks, which is not 
surprising, for, although the Bank rate was 
not reduced last week, it is confidently be- 
lieved that such a movement cannot be long 
delayed. There is nothing gained by retain- 
ing the. present figure, because it is quite 
ineffective. There are two circumstances 
which may prevent a really important rise in 
fixed interest securities. .

Already several English 
corporations are known to be awaiting an

At this price, the flat yield is a little over 
51s per cent., while, with redemption at the 
earlier date, the return would be over 5} per 
cent., with a reduction to below that figure 
if repayment is deferred until 1975.

It 
would seem, however, that, while the 
Hatrv settlement was proceeding the big 
people were reluctant to operate, and re- 
frained for a time from advising stocks for 
their clients to buy. The latter, consequently, 
held aloof, and so far have not yet re- 
entered the ‘market. It would be useless to 
disguise the fact that for a time there was 
a condition of .underlying distrust because 
there was. no certainty that the firms 
affected by the Hatry business would be able 
to meet their obligations, That, distrust has 
now given: place to a better feeling, and 
in due course we should see a considerable 
increase in Stock Exchange business. With 
a:evival of confidence there. should ‘he a 
sharp recovery in some securities which have 
been particularly depressed.

GOVERNMENT AND WIRELESS. 
_Imperial and International Commounica. 
tions has written to the Prime Minister ask- 
ing for an inquiry into the refusal to use 
the company’s wireless stations for telephony. 
Ihe use of American equipment in Covern- 
ment stations is regarded as a blow to British 
prestige. 

The attitude of the Post Office in its rela- 
tions with Imperial and International Com- 
munications, Ltd., the connecting link in the 
cables and wireless merger, is becoming in- 
comprehensible, and has caused the gravest 
alarm to holders of Cables and Wireless securi- 
ties (says Fhe Observer), The fact that 
appears to emerge from the statements which 
have been made by both sides to the cov- 
troversy is that, instead of the ideal of a 
rationalisation of the communications sevr- 
vices of the Empire. by bringing 
them under one control being realised, active 
a is again in being. Whether this 
is due to political influences—it will be 
remembered that the Labour Party when in 
opposition objected to ‘the merger—or 
whether it is simply a battle of experts is not 
clear. The request of the company for an 
inquiry by a Select Committee and the puo- 
lication of the evidence on which the Govern- 
ment has relied, therefore, seems reasonable.

Pirie (Merchants), Ltd., a holding 
company, Whose principals are wholesale 
stationers and large buyers of paper from the 
Inveresk group of mills. I have no connection 
with or knowledge of any other part of the 
Wiggins Teape business. Mr. Hariison him- 
self is on the boards of several paper-making 
companies outside the Inveresk group. ' 
‘‘What is the position about the sale of the 
Annandale mill?’’—‘‘1 received an inquiry 
as to whether the mill was for sale, and 
naturally submitted it to the board. As the 
board considered the sale inadvisable, I so 
informed the inquirers. This is what hap- 
pened, nothing more and nothing less.” 
“ What do you know of a proposal made to 
the Inveresk board by the Wiggins Teape 
Company last year?’’—‘‘ My first knowledge 
of this was a copy of a scheme given to me 
by Mr. Harrison in November last. In view 
cf the statements in Mr Harrison’s circular, 
Í have referred this matter to Messrs. 
Wiggius Teape, and they inform me that the 
situation arose in this way: Two of their 
directors interested in outside Esparto mills 
approached Mr. Harrison on. their. own 
account and discussed a possible fusion of the 
Esparto industry. He wmformed them there 
would be a better prospect of doing this if 
Wiggins Teape would interest themselves in 
such a scheme. The matter was thereupon 
brought before the Wiggins Teape board, 
and, with their approval, a scheme was pre- 
pared which: has been under discussion with 
Mr. Harrison intermittently down to October 
last without any definite result being arrived 
at. I am given to understand that during 
these conversations Mr. Harrison himself 
made a suggestion for disposing of the 
Annandale mill.”

MANCHESTER MARKETS 
REVIEW.

BUSINESS DULL. 


(From OUR COMMERCIAL CORRESPONDENT. ) 

The outlook in trade generally is far from 
showing any signs of betterment in the early 
future, contrary to what might be expected 
in view .of spring requirements. So far as 
business in provisions is concértied, there 
appears to be no marked expansion, although 
there is- undoubtedly a steadier tendency in 
most commodities. In butter, the Danish offi- 
cial quotation has heen wired unchanged, and 
““top ”” again stands at 284 kroner per 100 
kilos, as compared with S10 kroner at the 
corresponding period of last year and 335 
kroner in 1928. A novel characteristic of 
the situation is the great disparity in prices 
of Swedish and Finnish butters relative to 
those of Danish: In this country both 
Swedish md Finnish* butters are fully estab- 
lished, and usually fell at ‘a few. shillings 
below Danish, but at present these butters 
are near:y 20s. helow Danish. A bearish 
factor a-ises in the market, however, due to 
heavy stocks of Colonial in cold store m 
London which await realisation. Shinments 
still on passage exceed. by 100,000 hoxes those 
at the same period last. year. Sales proceed 
slowly, although finest New Zealand 1s 
obtainable at almost 30s, below Danisl: prices. 
No official change. is recorded in Jrish or 
Continental bacon cures,’ but the first-named 
cow’ > very scarce and dear. [ean and 
leanest. qualities are in ‘good demand, h 
heavier ‘veights: are plentiful, and a wide 
range of twices bas heen accepted in order to 
clear these selections: For Baltic hacon the 
denand has heen slow. FEcgs close quiet. and 
Continenial descriptions do not appear to be 
able to compete with Irish on this market 
at present prices. According ‘to official re- 
turns, impor:s ‘of butter during January this 
year were the |}*-viest monthly total recorded 
since June, 1927. «nd 7 per cent, larger than 
in January last or.

showing ‘ittle change. Arrivals of margarine 
continue to fall, the month’s total heing the 
smallest for a namber of years. Arrivals of 
eccs are heavy for the time of the year, The 
chief alteration, compared with January, 1929, 
occurred in Chinese eggs, the number of which 
rose by about 90,000 great hundreds to 590.000 
great ' adreJjs. Receipts of hacon dropped on 
the year by 15 per cent., although Denmark, 
the principal] of supply, maintained its 


‘contribution .practically unchanged at 22,000 
tons. Other sources, however; sent smaller

quantities than in January, 1929, the reduc- 
tion being unimportant in the case of Sweden 
and the United States, but substantial else- 
where. Receipts of hams showed a reduction 
on the year of about 10 per cent., but those 
of fresh pork, mainly from the Irish Free 
State, of as much as 420 per cent. 

At Salford Cattle Market on Tuesday fat 
cattle, sheep and lambs were s'.own in smaller 
numbers, but rather more dairy cows were 
penned. A firm tone was réported for fat 
stock, with’ occasionally higher prices ruling, 
but trade was quiet in the dairy section. At 
the Manchester Pig Market available supplies 
are scarcely sufficient for the demand, and 
prices rule firm for all descriptions. Business 
at the Manchester Dead Meat Market has 
been rather on the quiet side throughout the 
week, but, with the exception of chilled beef, 
which closed rather on the easy side, late 
rates were maintained.
